He wn.s also requirro to move his Squadron 
to its new location. At the new location, while shorting out 
the numerous administrative problems relating to re settlement 
he, simultaneously, undertook the task of le-cqiilpping his 
unit with new aiicraft.

He was assigned the responsibilities of Flight Commander, 
Squadron Detachment Commander and Training Oflicer with 
a view to utilising his high fiving abilities ami experience.

6. 280090 Sergeant RA1 NARATN CT-TOUnEY 
Electrical Fitter. 

Sergeant Raj Narain Choiibcy, was enrolled in the Tndian 
Air Force in April, 1965. He has been serving at II Air 
Force Wing since October, T977, 

ten Ton Coles Crane had been laving n) (he Air Force 
Station for fhe last live years for want of repaivs. With 


its lolten wiiinj’ and its iinsei viceuble cleetiical components, 
it was not possible to put it back on load without proper 
knusy-how and wiring diagram. Local maikct' was ot no 
help. Realising that M/s Tractor India Ltd., the only firm 
dealing with this typo of crane, had quoted Rs. 360/- per 
day, over and above the air fare from Calcutta and back 
as charge for their Engineer to survey the crane, it was de- 
cided to back-load the crane as beyone economical repairs. 

It was at this stage that Sergeant Choiibey volunteered 
to lepair the machine. It was a rcmaikablc achievement of 
his ingciuiilv that, single handcdly, he completcil all the 
rewiiing ami I’cpaired nil ihe unsei’viceable elcelrical com- 
ponenls ol die ciane, He Ihercby, not only made available 
n reliahle cijane, an cssenlial equipment for an Air Force 
Station, but also clTected considerable saving in Government 
expenditure. 

There was n high rate of unserviccabUity of MT Vehicles 
on the Station and most of the vehicles suffered from fre- 
quent breakdowns because of shoit circuiting and other 
electrical snags. In August, 1978, Sgt. Choubey under-took 
this uphill task. He set up an electrical bay in the Mechani- 
cal Transport Repair and Servicing and regged up facili- 
ties, within local resources, for testing, fault findiqg and 
repair of .almost all ranges of assorted type of Cienerator, 
Lfynamos, Startcis and Voltage Regulators. During his tenure 
not a single Voltage Regulator, Starter and Gene- 
rator was sent for local lepairs except for rewinding. Apart 
from saving considerable sum of public money, the delays 
normally caused due to repairs in the local market were 
avoided. Prompt and quick rectification helped in sustain- 
ing cent per cent serviceability of the electrical systems in 
the vehicles.

Wing Commander TNDER PURI, VM (96499) 

Flying (Pilot). 

Wing Commander Incler Puii was commissioned in_ the 
Tndian Air Force in May, 1962. Right from his initiation 
in service his immaculate performance as a transport pilot 
became evident and it wasj recognised bv the award of Vayu 
Sena Medal during the Kutch operation in 1965. upto 1966, 
he had logged over a thousand operational hours to his 
credit. 

He successfully completed the flying instructor’s course in 
1967 and did valuable instructional tenures at Flcmcntai’y 
Flying School, Air Force Tfiying College and Transport 
Training Wing, logging over a thousand instructional hours 
till 1971. For his outstanding contribution in training, ha 
was awarded the commandation hv the Air Officer Comman- 
ding-in Chief, Training Command, in August, 1971. 

As Officer Commanding of the Air Delivery Flight during 
Indo-Pak conflict, 1971, he maintained a continuous life line 
for logistic and maintenance support to the front line 
Squadrons in the Fastem and the Western SectoTT, For 
this act of out standing devotion to duty, the officeiT- gms 
mentioned in ‘Despatches’.

4. Lieutenant DEVENDRA SINGH DALAI. f0t625-T) 
Indian Navy. 

T,ieutenanf Devendra Singh Dalai joined as a cadet in 
National Defence Academy and was commissioned in the 
Execiitive Branch of Ihc Indian Navy' in July, 1975. He 
later qualified ns a clearance diving officer where he has 
shown commandable professional and executive ability. 


On the night of 8tb February, 1979, an emergent diving 
assistance was sought for by the Government of Maharashtra 
for the salvage of'a State TransTOrt Bus which had plunged 
into the i'hanc Creek, after colliding with a tanker. A 
naval diving team, with Lieutenant Dalai as Officer-in-Charge, 
was rushed to the scene of the accident to rescue the titip- 
ped passengers. He directctl the midnight salvage operations 
in complete di.srcgard to his own safety. During the course 
of tlie operation, the officer suffered serious bodily injuries 
from a fall of approximately 50 feet, when the rope by W'hich 
he was being lifted on to the bridge by the State Fire Mtlg- 
adc, parted. However, encwiiraged by bis tremendous /eal 
and perseverance, his team successfully completed the sal- 
vage operation. 

[n this action, Lieutenant Devendra Singh Dalai display- 
ed initiative, zeal and devotion to duty of a high order. 

5. Petty Officer RATTAN SINGH (84135) Survey Re- 
corder (First Class), Indian Navy. 

On the 27th February, 1979. at about 1045 hours wnen 
a Junior Cook, AB Shingatc (107401) was lighting a stove 
outside the cook-house on board the survey ship Biswaject, 
the right sleeve of his shirt caught fire. As he could not 
remove his burning shirt, he became frantic and ran to the 
fore part of the launch shouting for help. 

Petty Officer Rattan Singh,, who was assisting his Officer 
in-Chargo in .survey operations, saw Cook Shingatc running 
with his shirt in flames. He tiled to stop the cook in order 
to extinguish his burning shirt, but the latter dashed for- 
ward in panic and jumped into Snnderban waters. Realis- 
ing the imminent danger to the life of the cook due to 
adverse weather conditions and strong tidal current in the 
Snnderban waters, Petty Officer Rattan Singh jumped into 
the water. Although Cook Shingate was fast drifting away, 
he swam upto him. caught him by the neck and brought him 
back near Ihe launch where both of them were picked up. 

In this action, Petty Officer Rattan Singh displayed pre- 
sence of mind and courage of a high order. 

6. RANDHIR SINGH, No. 094578A, 

Seaman (First Class), Clearance Diver (Second Classj, 
Indian Navy. 

Randhir Singh, who joined the Navy as a Seaman Boy in 
April, 1968, became a full fledged seaman. Later, he quali- 
fied as a Clearance Diver in August, 1969, where he has dis- 
played initiative and professional skill in diving operations. 

He was a member of the Diving Team which carried out 
urgent repairs to the Hhakra Dam Spilling basin from 26th 
May to 30th June, 1979. A massive chunk of debris, about 
8 tons in weight, wa.s causing concern to the Dam authori- 
ties as all other efforts to remove it had tailed. On 9th 
June, 1979, Seaman Randhir Singh, carried out extensive 
and strenuous diving and succeeded in clearing the chunk. 

In this action, Seaman Randhir Singh, displayed profes- 
sional skill, determination and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

7. SURINDER KUMAR, No. 106722, 

Seaman IT (Ship's Diver), Indian Navy, 

Surindcr Kumar joined the Navy as a direct entry Sea- 
man in September, 1976. He qualified as a Ship’s Diver 
in 1978. 

During the Annual NCC Day Regatta at Okhla, one of 
the floating tableaux was involved in an accident on 17th 
January, 1979. As a result, a number of women, children 
and NCC cadets fell into the Jamuna river. While all others 
who had fallen into fjie river were rescued, a child was 
missing. Surinder Kumar, who was on rescue duty, dived 
repeatedly and made a thorough search of the river bed 
under difficult and dengerous conditions, caused by reeds 
and strong under-water current. He was eventually succes- 
sful in recovering the body of the unfortunate child v/ho was 
the only victim of this tragedy. 

Tn this action, Seaman Surinder Kumar, displayed courage, 
professional skill and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order.
